Radio CommtMion 
Not 


Convinced That Set* 
Be Ready tot Public 


WASHINGTON. Jon. 15. - (/P) - 


Radio "lookers" who expect to re- 
ceive in 1930 pictures or images in the 
broadcast program hours apparently 
are do6med to disappointment. 


Engineers of the federal radio com- 


mission believe television and picture 
broadcasting have not yet reached a 
stage of public entertainment value 
io warrant their transmission on the 
wavelengths now used for sound. 


The commission a year ago an- 


nounced that radio vision would not 
be permitted in the broadcast band 
from 200 to 550 meters except between 
I a. m.'and 6 a. m. for experimental 
purposes. Commission engineers sny 
that while progress has been mad* 
'he' last year in improving television, 
even the best transmission arc com- 
paratively crude. 


A year ago it was the consensus of 


engineering opinion that a channel; 
LOO kilocycles wide was necessary for 
good television results. In the mean- 
lime several experimenters have re»- 
jorted successful transmission on 10 j 
icillocycles. 


The radio commission, however, is 


not convinced that television in the 
broadcast band will not seriously in- 
terfere , with the reception of other, 
programs.

Chicago physicist, 'who ^discovery of 
wave motion in protons, >or "positive 
particles of hydrogen, has been ^hailed 
by prominent physicists as the most 
important in years, was led to Ms 
achievement by a "leaky" magnetic 
field which was designed to keep out 
of the picture the -very particles in 


Creating an Outfielder 


Back in 1924, a raw rookie who had

It opens the way for proof of the 


hypothesis that all matter is substan- 
tially the same, and that the 92 ele- 
ments .are merely matter under -dif- 
ferent conditions of motion. 


"It is a scientific 
-simplification 


which makes the matter all the more 
complicated," Dr. Dempster said. "Re- 
ducing ihe 
elements to a common 


basis of matter seems to be simplifi- 
cation, but the possibilities and ram- 
ifications of the differentiation by 
motion really make it all the more 
complicated." 


Dr. Dempster's discovery was made 


by deflecting hydrogen atoms off a 
crystal, in a vacuum, upon a photo- 
graphic plate, at a speed which was 
1,000,000 times that of ordinary light. 
He found that the picture 
on the 


plate was a fanshaped design instead 
of a simple dot, as it would have 
been had the positive particles pos- 
sessed no motion, which was hereto- 
fore believed.
